Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's opinion regarding the reference is 
noted, however, it appears to have a significant flaw on the interpretation of the Kawana reference. Kawana (US Patent 4,697,072) 
teaches the host computer (the smart card), the smart card provides the user with a code, and displays the code to the user (cited portions 
of the reference). Examiner points Applicant's attention to columns 3-5 and the rest of the reference for a better understanding of the 
operation of Kawana's system. Kawana also teaches modified embodiments (columns 5-6) that generate a transaction code by aplying a 
user code to a pseudo-random string, using the card (host computer). Applicant's admits that the data originates through the card, and 
argues the lack of the host computer doing that operation. The fact that Applicant calls it a "host computer" and the reference uses a 
"card" with processing capabilities (memory, LCD, keyboard, etc) which acts and performs the operations claimed is of no consequence. 
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
